that pretented conſpiracy) and then to give out that he eſtroyed 
himſelf from the ſhame and horror of being concerned in fo treaſonabÞ a 
defign. - This they judged to be the moſt effectual way to ſupport the cre- 
dit of their witneſſes, and gain over the Nation to give faith to the truth 
and reality of the plot. For as his Majeſtics Miaihers new what infamous 
ons moſt of the witneſſes were, and how far from deſerving that any 
thing {hould be received upon their Teſtimony ; ſo they- were very ſen- 
fib! that the generality of the Kingdom were not over inclinabl to. be- 
lieve a Proteſtant lot, there having been ſo many endeavoures before, 
of impoſing upon them in this way and kind. This was the deſign in*or- 
der to which the murder of this honorabP and innocent perſon was con- 
trived and reſolved; and to this end did the Attorney General and my Lord 
Chief Inflice with all the Eloquence and Artifice as well as all the malice 
they are Maſters of, endeayour to make it uſeful and ſubſervient. The

thirſty men, who never pardoneither thoſe that actually have, or are in

{ever he went , who at laſt taking him at an advantage drowned him in 
2 fiver-where he was about to wash and refreſh himfelt. And for Sr. Ed- 
mondbury- Godfrey., all that are not wilfully and perverſely ignorant, are - 
fo. fully inſtrufted both of the barbarous murder committed upon that 
Gentleman, and from what motives and inducements, and by whoſe coun- 
tenance and authority he was afſaffmated, that I thall not troubÞ my elf or 
the Reader by enlarging on that villanous fact, which we have hitherto 
wanted the courage to make a perſon at St. James's anſwer for, Upon the 
whole, it can be no ſurpriſeto thinking and obſerving perſons , to hear that 
the Earl of 'Eſex., was, by. the Authority of the Duks of Terk, murdered 
and aſſaffinated; ſeeing itis no more, than what he and our Arbitrary and 
Popiſh Mimiſters', have practiced upon ſeveral. others, whoſe oppokition, 
power, wiſdom andintereſt,. they d1d not fo dread and apprehend , as they. - 
did the zeal, courage, integrity , prudence, and figure as-well cſtcem in - 
the Kingdom, . of that truly , great and honorabl' Peer. 

As the Topscks which we have alrcady- infiſted upon, adminiter fuficient 
ground to beliefe that the Earl of Eſex- did not murder hitalelf, but was - 
villanouſly aflaffinated by others ; to it is rendred more plain and evident: : 
from the Reports which were ſpread abroad both of his death and the man- 
ner of it, before that barbarous Fa& was commited ,, or at leaſt before- 
the Fame of it could reach the places whereit was told and related. It hath - 
been alway's eſteemed a rational ground of acculing the Spaniards and - 
Teſmites of the aſlaſlination of Henry the Frurth of France; *that the news 
of his death was not only reported in Spain, 44illav and Flanders lome 
day's if not weeks before the miſcreant Ravillicack gave him the fatal ſtab, - 
but becauſc a Cexrrier-paſſing throught Luxemburgh-both related the _ 
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of his death a week before he, was: murdered, and had the inpudencs to 
declare that he was carrying the Tidings of itto the Pringes of Germany. 


* The Committie of Parhament that had the examination of the 
of London Amo 1666. judged nt no ſmall evidence that tho City was burnt 
on defign, andrhrough the treachery of the Papiſts, that the news*ot it had 
not only been reported in diverſe:parts of England before that fatal con- 
flagration fell out, but written from beyond ſea as the diſcourſe which the 
Iefcites entertained their favourites and privado's with. Nay it was both one 
of the firſt means of diſcovering by whoſe contrivance Sr. Edmondbury Gods 
frey had been murder'd, and was alſo urged, and allowed upon My Lord 
Stafford: Trial as a proof. of the Papiſts being guilty of that aſlaſlinarion, that 
the newsof Sr. Edmend':s being killed was related ſixtic or ſeventie mile off 
in the Conntrey before it was known at London what was become of him. 
Nor indeed can it be imagined how matters of Fact, thould come to be 
told, before they are a&ed or committed, but by granting that ſuch things 
were reſolved upon and —_— , and that they carne to be vented and 
talk'd oft by reaſonof the blabbing humour cither of ſome Perſons acceſlo- 
ry to the contrivance , or entruſted with-the knowledg of what had been 
reed unto and determined in more ſecret CabaPs. So that we may ras 
tionally hope, the ingenuous part of mankind will eſteem themſelves 
much enlightned in reterence to the manner of the Earl of Eſex's death, 
and enabled ro conclude who were the contrivers and perpetrators of the 
villanous aflaſfination of that renownedperſon, if we repreſent unto them, 
withall the diſtintneſs we can, the reports which went of it, both in Ci 
ty and Countrey before the commiſſion of the abominabl Fact, or at leaſt 
before the tidings could reach the places where it was ſpoken and diſcourſed. 
Nor will it be unfit to begin with that whicha Woman of Quality bath re- 
latedto diverſe perſons, and which the is ready to ſwear in the preſence of 
any Magiſtrate when called thereunto , namely that being the day before 
the Earl of Eſex's death beſtowing a vilite upon ſome of her acquaintance, 
and there happening in that converlation a <1{courſe concerning that unfor- 
tunate Gentlemen Sr. Edmondbury Godfrey , who becauſe of the intelli» 
ence he had received from Coleman, as well as the D on made before 
Fi by Dr. Oats about the Popith Conſpiracy againſtthe King and the Go» 
vernment, was barbaroufly murdered Anno 1678. a Gentleman then in 
company took the freedom and boldneſs to ſay that there would appear on 
the morrow another Sr. Edmondbury Gedfrey. 'This tho the Lady could nog 
at that trme fathom? and comprehend, yer being ſurpriſed with the 4

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fon, ſhe related itto herſiſter, thateveningwhen ſhe came home. And 
upon hearing 'the next day that the Earl of Efex was murder'd and how it 
was reported that he ſhould have cut his ownthroat; thepoor Lady tho 
ffrangely alarm'd with the news, could not but immediately makethis re» 
flexion, that what ſhe had1ook*r upon over night asa parableand myſterie, 
was then deciphered and unridled , and that the Ear! muſt needs have come 
tothat untimely end, by the treachery and villany of others. To this we 
ſhall fubjoin what- Mrs. Mews'a Gentlewoman who alſo lives in Londox 
was ready to depoſe uport oath relating to a previous report of this nature, 
at Mr. Braddons 'Trial. For being on. thurſday the 12 of July (which was 
the day before My Lord of Eſex death) travailing with her Daughterina 
Coach from the City down to Berk ſhire ; ſhe is ready to ſwear that her 
Daughter then told her how ſhe had heard it reported , that one,of the 
Lords committed for the late plot had cut his throat in the Tower. Which 
fully evidenceth that there was a diſcourſe not only of his death, but the 
manner of it, antecedently to his fatal and tragical'end. But the Daughter 
being with child, and neer her time, and therefore not daring to- venture 
abroad , much leſs intothe court at Mr. Braddens Trial; my Lord Chief 
Iuſtice wouldnot ſuffer the Mother (tho ſhe was there and tworn) to be- 
examined, alledging that becauſe ſhe could not depoſe on her own knowe 
ledg, but only on the report of her Daughter, it was no evidence, and 
therefor” againſt all judicial form'sto admitit. But as Afr. Wallop well re- 
plied, * 5t was evidence there was ſuch a Talk previous tomy Lord of Eſex's 
death, arid I may add, that by conſequence he did not murder himſelf, but 
was aſlaffinated by others. Nor was1t only in andabout the Town that my 
Lord of Eſſex was reported to have cut his throat, at leaſt aday itnot more 
before he came to his untimelyend; butthe fame was diſcourſed of at a con= 
fiderabP diſtance in the countrey, and related after the fame manner and 
with the ſame cireumſtances. For one Mr. Fielder a Shopkeeperin Andover 
a Townremoved from Londos above fif*ty miles; poſitively ſwears that it 
was talk't there the 11 and 12 of July, that the Earl of Eſſex had cut his 
throatin the Tower, whereas he was'not killedrillthe 13, nor could the 
news arrive ſo far in the ordinary way of conveying intelligence before the 
14. And the ſaid Mr. Fielderfurther averrs, that this was {o commonly dife _ 
courſed'ot from Wedneſday night till Friday noon, that he fully expected the 
confirmation of it by the polt letters which were to arrive that day. But 
finding no mention inthoſc letters of any ſuch thing, thothey all agreed in 
the relation of the Eafl of Eſex's AT 1 tothe Towr , he concluded

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be deyolyed uponothers. There are caſes wherein ſufpition of guilt may {o 
waite on ſome men, that others tho never ſo well perſwaded oftheir inno= 
cency', can not without forfeiture of diſcretion and becoming Sharers an 
the reproach and dishonor which attends them ,give ther cither the lealt 
countenance, or yeeld them any Teſtimonies of Favour and Kindnefs , till 
they have vindicated and acquitted themſelvesfrom that whereof they are 
ſuſpeted, and which common Fame accuſeth them of. Andas all perſons 
pretending to Wiſdom”, or who are regardful of their reputation, will 
account themſelves obliged to a&t under the condutt and guidance of this 
Ryle and principle; - fo of all men thoſein Authority, are moſt concerned 
not to-take upon them the ſheltring of thoſe that are aſperſed with infa* 
-mous crimes, nor to- countenance and advance ſuch whom the cry of a 
Kingdom chargeth with a barbarous, enormous and execrabÞ Fac, Bur 
to that impudence in villagy.as well as contempt of honor and credit are the 
Dake of York and the Gentlemen of the Popish Zun#o and Cabal arriycd; 
that they not only.cauſe ſecretly murder ſuch as would diſcover a. great and 
heynous offence again(t God and Mankind, but they dar «p#zly and 1n.thg 
face-of the Sun, both protect and preferr the Chiet miſcreant and Ruthan 
whom all ſober-and impartial perſons have inſufpition for it.

And how can{picuous is the Wiſe 
dom as well as Righteouſneſs of God, in infatuating villanous men ſo to 
accomplich and perperrate their villanics , as that their folly ſhall dete@ 
their guilt, 'and the Marks and Charadters of ſtupidity as well as rage left 
upon the Fa ſhall reveal the Authors of it, let them do all they can to 
rranferr and abdicate it from themſelves, and to charge and faſten it upon 
others.

And asthe firſt thing obſervabP inthe 
Coroners Inqueſt about-my 'Lords:death,, 1s that .his- Throat was cutrt 
with 'a- Razor" fo. it is needful the world + fhauld knew | that the 
| Razor which Bemeny (in. his Depoſition before the faid Inqueſt , ſwears 
ro be-the fame wherewith he gave- himſelf the fatal and mortal wound, 
was a ſmall French Razor of about four inches and half long at moſt, 
without "any. Spill or Tongue at the end of the Blade as all Razors of 
the” English Form and faſhion: have; So that the Razor being of. that 
miake , proportion, and extent, it 13 as evident as any demonſtated pro- 
blew 'in” Euclid, that it-could not. be uſed but upon holding it by the 
Blade , and that. in. order*to- the holding it with ſtrenth and ſteddineſs 
requiſite to:the making. ſuch a wound , the Fingers and Hand muſt 
and faſten upon-no leſs than two incbees of xt, The ſecond thing 
remarkab{* from rhe Inquiſition of the ,Coroney and the  Depoputiens of the 
Chyrurgions- reſerrs to. the extent and dimenſion of this deplorabPand dead- 
ly wound, Which as they all acknowledg to have reached from Jugular to: 
Ingular- in lenth, and to-the wertebre of the Neck in depth; ſo a certain 
Gentleman. who ſaw the wound before ever the jury did, affirms that 
x begun at the fide of the Neck Bone behind the left jugular, and extended 
to the Bone of the Neck. beyond the right, being berwixt eight and nine 
inches in dimenſion from one. fide to the other, and that it ſo neerly ap- 
roacked unto and peirced into the wertebre. that had it Iight on a joine 
x would have cuz: off his Head inſtead of meerly catting this Throat. 
And I may upon what is here confelled and ſworn, confidiently: ſay, that 
Bo nan could cutt his own Throat after the rare and manner, and to that 
menſ{urc and extent, that the Earl ot Eſex's was cutt.

Nor can there be any thing more certainin Nature, than that there would 
have been ſuchan effuſion of Spirits and blood upon dividing the firft jugular, 
thar all life and motion would haye immediately ceaſed, and that there 
would have; been no ſtrenth left to puſh foreward the inſtrument to the ſe- 
cond (© as to dille&t it. Beſides there being no.more of the razar beyond the

ſed, but with the greateſt impudence imaginabP riokned & acted contrary 
unto. For beſides their taking my Lords Body: out of the Cloſet where 1t 
was found and by conſequence ought ro have lyen, they did not only un- 
cloath,. ſtripp, .and waſh it; but alſo waſh both' the Cloſer where it was- 
found, fe 6 lodging chamber into andrhrough which we muſt ſuppoſe 
the perſons to have come , ifany aſſaſſination was by the violent hands of 
others committed upon him. Yea and as if all this had. not beentoodaring, 
1n it ſelf, and enough to adminiſter a jult ſuſpition to all mankind of ſome 
villany perpetrated-upen the perſon of this nobP Lord; they proceeded fur- 
ther even tothe carrying away the very Cloaths which they would not {6 
muchas allow the jury to (ce, tho ſome of the Coroner; inqueſt had the wit 
and ſceming ingenuity asto call for them. Ido not affirm. nor would I baye

indeed this of a WMeody. Razors being thrown out of his window hasalready- 
made a-preat camor in the World ,. and was the firſt-thing which raiſed. 
*ſuſpition thatmy Lord bad not deſtroyed himſelf, but that he was Aſſafſing- 
redby others. Forasit wasfimpoſfibl? that after his Throat was cutr be ſhould 
throw it out himſelf, fo it could not. be caſt forth by.others before the Body 
is pretended to be found , or any declarationmade that. he was killed ,. un- 
leſsit was by fuch as were preſent-in ythe Room when he was lan, and who 
were'inftrumental'in his murder. .

my Lords death, there were ſome perſons in the Chamber where he was 
killed. W hichlaft if once obtained , it will I ſuppoſe bethence readily gran« 
ted, tharthey were not there to be idle SpeCtators of my Lords curting his 
own Throat ,bur that their buſineſs wasto perpetrate themſelves that barba» 
rous Fa& upon hit, tho for the concealing their guilt and avoiding the ju- 
ſticeand ſeverity of theLaw., they have endeayoured tocaſt the reproach 
and infamy of it upon that innocent and injured perſon. The frf whore- 
rted anddiyulged the Story of a bleody Razors being thrown out of the

the Tower,werit intoſee them, and continu'ingthere ſometimes.in one place

be the ſaid Edwards" floed neer the Earl's lodgings leoking up towards his

that ſom after heheard one cry out murder. All this the Boy hath frequents 
ly repeated and averred to his Father, Mother , Siſter, and toone Mrs. Burt, 
as well as to Mr. Braddon, as thoſe four perſons depoted upon Oath at 
Zr. Braddow's Trial, yea the very Boy himſelf did confeſs and acknow- 
ledg in Court that he had ſaid and-reported it. *Tis true that after he had 
often afirmedit, he was at laſt by the flatteries of ſome and the menaces 
of others brought to ſay he-ſaw no ſuch thing as a bloody Razor thrown 
out of the Earl of Eſex's window , but that the whole which he had re« 
orted relating thereuntowas feigned and invented by himſelf. For having 
cen told by his Sifer that through perſevering in his firſt Report he 
would not only ruine his Father and the Family , but that the would 
bring both himſelf and his Father to be hanged; he thereupon under the 
influence of dread and fear retracted what he had before aftirmed. Bur 
whether there ought not morecredit to be givento his Aftirmation, than 
to his Denial, I darr referr it to the judgment of all impartial men, who 
have either heard of the Methods uſed towards the Boy at the Councit 
Board , or who have read the carriage and behaviour of my Lord Chief 
Juſtice and the Court of Kings Bench in this matter at the Trial of Mr. 
Braddon. And as | was amaſed my ſelf on the peruſal of the Trial, to 
obterve with what impudence and barefacednels they not only diſcovered 
the means uſed by others to influence the Boy to foreſwear himſelf, bur 
the arts and tricks in hufhng on the one fide, and cajoling on the other, 
whereby the very Bench drew him into and cheriſhed him 1in perjury; fo 
I never hadthe fortune to ſpeak with a man that was wiſe or honeſt, bur 
he was forced to acknowledg that the Boy's firſt Report in faying he ſaw 
a bloody Razor thrown out of the Earl of Eſex*s window, ſcem'd natu« 
ral , plain., candid , and true, whiPſt his denying what he had ſo often 
affirmed to have ſeen, appeared evidently to be wheedled out of hm, or 
by reaſon of the dread and fear wherewith they had poſleſIl*d him, wreſted 
and extorred for him. How groſs as well as unbecoming was it for my Lord 
Chief 7uftice when old Mr. Edwards had upon his Childs being ſworn, 
* charged him in the preſence of Almighty God to ſpeak. the Truth and nothing but 
the Truth, 1 ſay for my L.C. Fuſtice to bid the Child turn about and ſay Father be 
fure you ſay nothing but the Truth. For as the Fathers command to his Son does 
plaioly intimate the jealouſic he was under concerning the Boy's being

wrotght upon' to perjure himſelf ; fo the Reply which my Lord Chief 
Tufice adviced the Chad to make to his Father pk beſides = > aclanod 
towards a parent whereof 1t ſavoured, dire&ly infinuate the apprehenfions 
he had leaſt the Fathers Chriſtian councel ſhould fortifie the- Child to 
aſſert the Truth. How palpably as well as ſhametully did my Lord Chief 
Tuftice. betray and reveal their entangling the Boy to ſwear a lic, by the 
Tage as well as ſuperclioufneſs wherewith he treated 2y. Wallop (a perſon 
not only to whoſe age honor 1s due, but who in all the qualifications of 
a Gentleman and the accompliſhments of a Schollar in all other learning 
as well as the Law infinitely tranſcends and exceeds his Lordſhip) and for 
no. other reaſon but becauſe X{r. Wallop would have ask'd young Mrs, 
Edwards * whether ſhe had not told her Brother that the King would hang 
bis Father if he did not denie what he had ſo often affirmed to have ſeen. And 
tho it was a Queſtion the anſwering whereof, would have unfolded and 
layd open the means by which the Boy was wrought to retract what he had 
formerly declared, and would have confirmed the Truth of his farſt Report, 
yet my £. C. Fuftice inſtead of ſuffering any Anſwerto be given toit, not 
only upbraided that ancient learned, and worthy Gentlemen , as if he had 


intended to haye charged the King with a defign of hanging men, orelſe of 


making them deny the Truth (both which were far from his thoughts and 
the intention of the Queſtion) but haying huft and hectored him did 
threaten him with the animadverſion and corre#ion of the Court for refle- 
&ing upon and afperling the Government. Nor is young Edwards the 
only one who hath declared that he faw a bloody Razor thrown out of 
the Earl of Eſex's window before any noiſe or rumor of his death; but 
there is alſo a Girl one ran Lodeman of about thirteen years of age, who: 
beirig inthe Tower that Morning the Earl of Eſſex was killed, and ſtand- 
ing over againſt his Lodgings, came home and told both her Aunt and 
x. Jun about tex-of the clock, that it was reported the Earl of Eſex had 
cutt his Throat, end that ſhe had ſeen 4 hand caſt a bloody Razor out of the 
window where the people ſaid that my Lord lodged. And as this Girl had no 
acquaintance with or knowledg of the former Boy, and — they 
could not agree together to form and invent a Remantick, and fabulous: 
Story , nor to concert the particulars which they were to report; ſo it is 
obſervabl that their Relations do Harmoruſe and accord in all the main 
heads, and only ſeem todiffer in one thing, which the Girls unacquain« 
tedne(s with the ſeveral parts of the houſe where my Lord lodged led her 
into.2 miſtake abour. For they both agreethat there was a Razor thrown 
our 
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out of the Chamber window before Murder cryed but, and-that this Ra- 
&or Was bloody, and that immedaately there came aſhort Z{wid or Homan out 
of the houſe with a white hood upan her bead , whoywent towards'the 
place where the Razor fell ; which as they are all tifagaterial things 
requiſite to the confirmation of the Fact , ſo being wholly. ſtrangers 
to one another they could not before hand concert them, nor-agree the 
things they ſhould report. Had one faid it was a Krefe that was:thrown 
out of the window , while the other had affirmed that it was a Razor; or 
.had one denyed it to be bloody, while the other had reported that it was'ſe ; 
or had the one mentioneda Man as haying come out of the houſe towards 
it., while the other ſpake of a Woman ; there would have been then ſome 
reaſon for the Ridiculing it as a Fiction, ſeeing the contradicting one an- 
other in the eſſential circumſtances of the Report , would have detected 
the falſchood of the Reporters. And it mult argue great perverſeneſs as 
well as ſtrange prepoſlicihon of Mind, to pretend to disbelieve the Story 
becauſe the Ehildren ſeem to. vary one from an other in a littPand minute 
thing, when in the meantime there 1s the greateſt harmony imaginabP be. 
tween them in all thatis of moment for the eſtabliſhment and —_— of 
the realty of the Fa&t. And therefore whereas towards invalidating the 
Girls Teſtimony it was objected by my L. Chief Zuſtce feffrey's that ſhe 
ſhould ſay the Razor was thrown out of the Cloſer window, when the Boy 
had ſaid + that it was thrown outat the Chamber window ; this pretended 
inconſiitency between the two may be eaſily removed to the ſatisfaction 
of all rational men, and the eternal reproach and infamy of Sr, George 
Fefre's For indeed ſhe ſaid no ſuchthing, nor did ſhe know the Cloſet 
Vindow from the Chamber Window, nor ſo much as which was my 
Lords Chamber but as ſhe hcard declared by the Standers by. - All that the 
Girl did affirm was that * She ſaw a hand throw a bloody Razor out of a win« 
dow, which as the people diſcourſed belonged to the houſe where theE. of 
Eſexlogded. Nor did the objcEtion ariſe from what the Child herſelfdepoſed 
in Court, but it was {tarted trom the Depoſition of one Glarbrook*,who infor. 
med of the Girls having told her Aunt that the E.of Eſex had cutt his Throar, 
and that She was ſure of it becauſe She ſaw him throw the Razor out of the 
window, and that it wasall bloody, Now becauſe the Cloſer was the place 
where my Lord was found dead, they would inferr that She meant the 
Cloſet window, and thereupon conclude the Story to be talſe , both be-

And the'account which She gave of the place where She flood , namely |

not mean the Cloſer Window, but the Window of the Chamber.- And had 
the Court of the Kings Bench had but the juſtice and integrity which be« 
came men- 1n -/ «gu ny one (o_ of the judges and the Childs. An 
ſwer to.it,, would have clearly decided whether She meant the Cloſer 
'Window ,. or that of the Chamber. For had they bur aſk'd her whether 
the windew out of which the Rezor was thrown , ſtood towards the 
; Foreſtreet or the Backyard; the objection would have immediately vas 
4 niſhed, ſeeing conſidering the place where the Child was then ſtanding, 
> the muſt have anſwered that it look't towards the Fore- ftreet ; nor was 
it poſhbP for her to ſee any thing thrown out of the Cloſer Window, un- 
leis ſhe had ſtood in the Backyard, whieli ſhe neither did, nor was (6 
much-as ever there.

Tamer's, to lett an occaſion and pretence of compaſling them eſcape him , 
eſpecially at the coſt of a little mecknels , patience , and juſtice. in his 
Lordſhip in receiving a Depoſition and examining a witnels. Now this 
Objechon advanced by my Lord Chief Juſtice __ the Truth of the 
Girls Teſtimony , being fully.and to the ſatisfaction of-all impartial men 
removedand taken off, all that abſurd and nonſenſical ſtuff, which rhraugh 
his having wreſted the Childs words , he ſuperſtrutts upon his own 
Dreams and FiCtions, does of its own accord, and without its being needful 
for meto interpoſe any thing by way of remark uponit, fall rotheground. 
Nor will. any man of- common ſenſe henceforth imagine that the Coach

O the chicanery and frau- 
delency of a mercinary Lawier, inſtead of the x 57 $0 integrity of 
a-juſt and impartial judg! Nor could my L. C. Juitice have taken a more 
expeditious and effectual Courſe to proclaim his own villany , than he 
hath done, by endeavouring to ridicule and expoſe this poor Childs Teſti- 
mony in the forego'ing particular, And whereas * Mr. Iuſtice Holloway 
was pleaſed to except againſt the Depoſition of the Gzrl in an other parti» 
cular,, namely that hl She ſwore the Razor fell within the pales, the 
Boy had ſaid that it fell withour them ; I do return this-by way of Anſwer 
to it. Firſt that the Reports of the two Childrenare much more eaſie to 
be reconciled ,. than. the Obſervation of Ar. Zuftice Holloway upon this 
point, is-to be reconciled with that of my Lord Chief Fuſtice lefſrey*s cons 
ccrning the ſame,. For. whereas /uftice Holloway. would have the.contras 
diction betweenthe Informations of the Children to lye in this, + that the 
Girl ſayd the Razor fell within tbe pales, and the Boy ſaid it fell without ; 
my Lord Chief Tuftice will bavet tolye in the Girls ſaying the Razor was 
thrown on the outſide ,. while the Boy had ſaid it was thrown on the inſide. I 
am ſure one of theſe two ludges molt be miſtaken, fecing it.is impoſhbÞP 
that -two accounts of the {ame thing ſo clearly bllecy the: one to 
the other can be true, And indeed the.miſtake lyes, with wy Lord Chief 
Inflice Ieffrey's, (whom paſſion had tranſported to that degree that he. nei- 
ther du'ly minded what himſePf or. others {aid ) in affirming that the Girl 
{hould ſay, the Razor. was thrown on the ontfide the pales, when ſhe had 
expreſsly ſworn that. it was thrown on the i»/ide of them. But then 2. as 
to the inconſiſtency between what rhe Aoy informed, and that which the 
Girl depoſed, L.ſay that young Edwards had both in words, and by imis 
tating the poſture and motion of the hand out of which the Razor fell, fre« 
quently declared that.it was caſt on the infide-of the pales. His Father, 
Mother , and ſeyeral others are. readyto depoſe that when he firſt told the: 
Story of the Razor, he expreſied it by faying that it dropt out of a hand 
from the E. of Eſex's window; which did plainly fignify that he meant it felL 
on the inſide.,of the pales. And whenſoever he bg to imitate the motion; 
of the hand from which the Razor fell , he.did putt it into ſuch a .down.. 
right poſture, as that all who obſerved his imitating what. he ſaw. done, 
concluded that the Razor fell on the inſide pales. N or was hecyer heard 
by 3 i) 
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to ſay that it fell on. the owrfide of the pales, fave only that time that Aſs. 
Braddon took: his Informationin writing, when hisSiſter by endeayouring 
to threaten him into adenyal of the whole matter he'faw,, had puthim in- 
ro ſuch a fright that either he could notremember, ordid not mindevery 
little circumttance of what he as well ſaw as had often reported before. 
Andit is remarkabP that neither himſelf at Mr. Braddon's Trial, where he 
repeated and acknowledged what he had formerly reported, norany other 
Witneſles who appeared at the faid Trial to.teftify what'they had heard 
him ay , did in the leſt mention his having at atiy timeſaidthar the Razor 
fell on the eurfide of the pales ; but on the contrary his Mother does fo 
word her Depoſition as ſerves to prove that the believed he alwife meant 
the inſide. of the pales , for the ſwears, Þ that be ſaid he ſaw a band our of 
a Window and a Razor {bs down. And'as the whole matter of a Razors 
being thrown or let fall out dof the Earl of Efex his window immediately 
before the noiſe, of his Death, will be atteſted by ſeveral other perſons when 
theres occaſion; ſothe Sentinel Meak, whom we have formerly mentioned, 
not only reported it to diverſe perſons both that morning my Lord was kil- 
led and afterwards, but he added two or three remarkabl* circumſtances 
ſome whereof the Boy had not taken-notice of, nor the Girl obſerved others. 
That which Meak then'declared tothree perſonsthe very day my Lord was 
killed, and which they are ready to ſwear when called thereunto, is that 
juſt before the Earls death was publickly known, there was a bloody Razor 
#brown out of his chamber windew , which was ſeen by ſome of the Soul- 
diers as well ms by others, and whiP a little Boy who had ſeen the Razor 
thrown out , run towards it to take it up, a ſhort Maid or Woman that came 
ont of the houſe where the Earl of Eſſex lodged was too quick for the Boy and 
ſnatched up the Razor, and having runin with it to uſe, murder was ſoon 
after cryed out? Thus we havenot only a confirmation from a third perſon 
that there was a Razor thrown out of the Earl of Eſſex*s window before any 
ridings of his death, and that a Bey went to takeitup, but was prevented 
by a Thort Woman from Captain Hawley's Houſe, whotook it up and run 
in with it, the laſt paſſageof which rhe Gzzl had notobſerved; bur we have 
alſoa ratification of apallage the Girl ſwore which the Boy gave no account 
. of, namely that there were diverſe other perſons ſtanding by who faw this 
bloody Razor thrown out of my Lord of Eſez's Chamber Window. Nor is 
it ſtrange that every little thing ſhould nor be equally minded by all, bur it 
1s dnough to ſettthis buſineſs beyond the control of all rational men, that 
at hath been declared by two belides the Boy , whereof as hone them: can be 
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ſuppoſed under any prevalent Temprationto feign ſuch a Story, ſo it was 
impoſhible that three perſons altogether Strangers to one another ſhould at 
one the ſame time and 1n three difterent places conſpire and agree to report 
the ſame thing, Bur toall rheſeproofs draw'nfrom the Teſtimonies of fes 
veral perſons concerning a Razors being thrown out of the Earl of Eſex's 
Window, before the news of his death; there isan other evidence as con» 
vincing as any of them which may bederrived from the Razor of it ſelf. And 
that is the ſeveral Gapps or Notches which werefound in it when the jury 
ſaw it, andhadthe account of its being found by my Lords Body, and of 
its being the inſtrument wherewith, as they ſaid, -he had cutt his Throar. 
For beſides one large Gapp or notch at the point, into which a man might 
atmoſt lay the End of his little finger, it was for about two inches towards 
the handle, fo gapp'd and notched, that the Edg was wholly broken off; 
and yet all that part of the Razor which ins, from the Notch at the 
point till within two inches of the handt, was ſo far being gepp'd that it re» 
mained very keen and tharp. And this of the notches inthe Razor was {o 
remarkab!, that ſome of the jwry not only obſerved ir, but a{ked one of the 
Chyrurgeons who was by , whether my Lord by cutting his Throat could 
have made theſe notches in the Razor. To which the Chyrurgeon anſwered 
be might, but whether it wasfrom his being Fool or knave or both [I leave 
others to judg.
